WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 26. —[Spegial.]—In- 
terest in the Fitz Jonn Porter debate, which 
has now run four days, seems to increase 
rather than diminish so far as the gallery at- 
tendance of the House is concerned. The space 
assigned to visitors was filled to overflowing 
this afternoon long after the usual Washington 
dinner-hour by spectators, who appeared to be 
intensely interested in the discussion. Few of 
them comparatively understood anything about 
erits of the case, but are attracted either 

by sympathy for Porter or by the expectation 
ot a scene. The best speech of the day was 
made by Mr. Horr, of Michigan. In it

ILLINOIS FRUITS. 


The Effects of the Recent Cold Weather 

on Them. 
Anna, III., Jan. 24.—[{Special Correspond- 
ence.|—The severe freeze of Jan. 4, 1864, was 
duplicated Jan. 5, 1884, just twenty years in- 
tervening. The night preceding the unusual 
fall of the mercury in 1884, was one of the most 
quiet and beautiful winter nights ever noticed 
in Southern Illinois, and it was hard to believe 
the morning of the 5th that the thermometer 
indicgted 23° below zero. 
The effect of this unusual—for Southern IIII- 
nois—cold snap upon the fruit prospect for 
this season cannot now be positively stated. 
Of course many peach buds were killed, 
but old fruit-growers claim that the 
conditions of the weather during the fall and 
early winter were calculated to put the peach 
trees in unusually good condition to withstand 


exceedingly cold weather. 
the entire crop of peaches be destroyed, it is 
only a drop in the bucket so far as the exten- 
sive and varied fruit and vegetabie crops of 
Southern I)linois are concerned. 

It is tound that the blackberry canes are all 
killed, and that some varieties of raspberries 
are ina like condition. There will be a fair 
crop of Turner (red) raspberries, this variety 
having proved the healthiest. 

The strawberries are all right, there being a 
deep snow on the ground at the time of the. 
coldest weather. 

It may be of interest to Trispune readers to 
know that there were shipped from the four 
stations ot Anna, Cobden, Makanda, ang Villa 
Ridge the last year 1,379 car-loads of fruits and 
vegetables, aud that probably 1,300 of the car- 
loads went to Chicago. Cobden alone shipped 
twenty-seven car-loads of rhubarb, to say 
nothing of more than 500 other car-loads of 
fruits and vegetables. Thus it will be seen 
that we are not seriously injured by the freeze, 
for we have strawberries, some raspberries, 
cherries, plums, and apples left, besides the 
long list of vegetables, and that means every- 
thing in the vegetable line.

Mr. B. FRANK Moors, one of the lottery 
agents whose illegal acts are now under in- 
vestigation by the grand jury, has caused to 
be printed an alleged receipt from Tue TRIn- 
Uk Company for an alleged advertisement 
of a lottery printed in this paper April last— 
nearly a year ago. It is proper under the 
circumstances to say that the article referred 
to was not under the statute an advertise- 
ment of a lottery—it was the announcement 
of the name of a person who had drawn a 
prize in a lottery at some time previous to 
the date of publication. The statute only 
prohibits notices of drawings that are to take 
place at some future time. 

This article was copied from and credited 
to another Chicago newspaper, with which 
the publication originated. 

But vague and remote as this adver- 
tisement was in its bearings on the lot- 
teries, Tue Tripune has since refused 
to admit to its columns thousands of 
dollars’ worth of similar notices, although 
their publication has never been held illegal 
under the statutes of Lllinois. The con- 
tributions of Mr. B. Frank Moore have been 
** declined with thanks“ for many months. 

If the emissaries and agents of the lotteries 
have influence enough with the Grand Jury 
to indict Tun Tripune for copying such a 
notice from the Times a year ago it will not 
be difficult to show in court the motives be- 
hind their action, nor to have such spite work 
quashed. Let the lottery ropers-in do their 
worst ! Toe Trisuner will mee the issue 
squarely and it will not let up on them, 
whatever the present Grand Jury may do, 
until tHe business of selling lotiery tickets |.

MANUAL TRAINING IN THE SCHOOLS. 

The President of the Board of Education 
has made a timely and practical recommenda- 
tion in his annual report which should at 
once engage the attention of members of the 
board and of all friends of education. It is 
to the effect that manual training should be 
made a branch of the high-school currieulum. 
A manual-training school has already been 
established in this city under commercial 
auspices, candidates have been examined for 
admission, and during the present year the 
school will be in complete working order. 
This, however, will not interfere with the 
plan proposed by the President of the Board 
of Education, nor, on the other hand, will 
his plan, should it be put into practical oper- 
ation, interfere with the training-school. The 
latter, of course, cannot accommodate but a 
given number of pupils, and, should it meet 
with the success which is anticipated for it, 
it could not begin to meet the demands which 
would be made upon it. 

The manual-training school will always 
supply a fixed demand for industria] educa- 
tion which exists in every community. If 
industrial education should be incorporated 
in our public-school system, it would supply 
the general demand which we believe would 
spring up once its advantages became known 
to the community. In Boston this. practieal 
direction has been given to it by making it a 
department in the public-school system, and 
although it is not yet fairly in operation the 
experiment gives every promise of success, 
and has raised the highest expectations in 
the minds of educational instructors. Though 
hampered by the want of conveniences and 
i able only to make the experiment on a very 
small scale, Col. Parker at the County Nor- 
mal School makes industria! education a part 
of his new reform. Although it is optional, 
and although the large majority of the pupils 
are girls, one needs only to visit the schoo! 
and observe the skill, enthusiasm, and in- 
dustry of the amateur workmen to be con- 
vinced how popular it would become in that 
institution and in every other where every 
convenience for its development could be 
furnished and the equipment was of a char- 
acter to attract pupils. 

So far as time is concerned the President 
of the board shows very clearly that in- 
dustrial education will not interfere with the 
general curriculum of the schools. Too much 
time is already wasted in optional studies 
that are of no special value to the pupil—like 
music and drawing, for instance—for which 
the majority have no aptitude at all, while 
of “the remnant,” as Matthew Arnold would 
Say, only here and there one can attain any 
degree of proficiency or anything beyond a

tions as working, practical men in the world 
it is substantially useless. e make no ref- 
erence, of course, to pupils destined for pro- 
fessions, though the world would advance 
more rapidly towards the millennium if there 
were considerably fewer ministers, doctors, 
and lawyers. The tendency of the schools 
is to send boys either into the professions 7 
into occupations that do not require manu 
labor. It does not fit them for the work be- 
tween these extremes, which is the real work 
of the world. * 

For these and many other reasons the 
Board of Education should give the recom- 
mehdation made by its President a prompt 
consideration, with the view to the new de- 
parture in our schoo! system. It should make 
arrangements, as has been done in Boston, to 
give the new referm an unprejudiced and 
thorough trial. If it fails no harm will be 
done. If it succeeds, as we believe it will, 
it will prove the greatest blessing which our 
schools have yet given to the public, for, 
with all their excellence and with all the 
work that has been done in them, they have 
thus far failed to fit boys for practical life, 
which is the life that nine outof ten of them 
must follow. 


HOW MONOPOLIES ARE MADE. 

A very peculiar argument for railroad dis- 
crimination is made by an Iowa paper. It as- 
serts that if the men who ship large quanti- 
ties of freight are not given lower rates than 
those who send smaller amounts, it is use- 
less to talk of building up either manufacturing 
or wholesale centres in Iowa.“ Lower rates 
to the big men are demanded, it declares, by 
the wholesaling principle which gives better 
terms to the larger buyer than to the small 
buyer, and it asserts it to be folly to talk of 
reversing the world-wide principle of whole- 
saling rates in the railroad business alone. 
To all of which the answer lies on the very 
surface of our commercial system today. 

Nothing has contributed more to accelerate 
or done more to create the remarkable 
tendency of our times to monster combina- 
tions and monopolies in almost every busi- 
ness and industry than the practice of the 
railroads in giving lower rates to large ship- 
pers. It is this which has created and which 
sustains the Standard Oil Company. On a 
very large part of its business its profit con- 
sists solely of the difference of freight rates 
in its faver and against its competitors. This 
was abundantly shown in the testimony of 
General-Freight-Agent Vaillant of the Lake 
Shore in the suit of the Cleveland refiners, 
Schofield, Shurmer, and Teagle, against the 
oil monopoly. All over the country manu- 
facturing and commercial concerns have been 
built up over the heads of their,competitors by 
the application in their favor of this whole- 
saling principle by accommodating freighf 
agents. And when they have thus been made 
the biggest toads in their puddle these over- 
shadowing concerns make their bigness the 
reason for being made bigger still by further 
discriminations. 

The highways of the country must be open 
to every citizen, from the richest to the 
humblest, on precisely the same terms. The 
railroad is a public corporation, not a private 
one; it exercises governmental powers, and it 
must pot discriminate between rich and poor, 
weak and strong. It must treat all alike—as 
the Post-Office does. The wholesaling prin- 
ciple must de left to work out its results in 
prtvate competition, but the charters given 
by the Government must not be used to create 
and maintain monopolies and to accelerate 
the tendency towards the accumulation of 
huge fortunes in a few hands, Public policy 
forbids. ° 

The opposit policy from that recommended 
by our Iowa contemporary is what is needed 
to build up the commereial and manufactur- 
ing industries of its State. The practice of 
discriminating against the small man, the be- 


the hands of the great capitalists and rail- 
road pets of the East. The manufacturers 
of Pittsburg, the merchants of New York, 
Chicago, and Boston who can ship tons will 
always undersell the beginner in lowa it they 
can get freight rates less than he.

It 
would look as though the Chicago Aldermen 
regarded themselves as superior to the Legis- 
lature gnd amenable to no authority but them- 
selves. It must be confessed that the latitude 
which the courts and the people have per- 
mitted them to take has been calculated to 
encourage this arrogance and irresponsibility. 
At the same time it is none the less an im- 
pertinence; and public indignation against 
the Common Council is not likely to be allayed 
by the informal announcement that, not con- 
tent with having defeated the State law for 
one year, that body actually contemplates ig- 
noring it for another year. It may be neces- 
sary to resort to tmptachment before the city 
authorities can be made to do their duty.

Ireland and in America, had no faith in the 
policy of peaceful agitation and parliament- 
ary tactics adopted by Mr. Parnell, and indi- 
rectly claimed for himself and those who 
have associated themselves with him that 
they represented the views of the majority of 
the Irish. The meeting of Tuesday should 
be an answer to that claim. It should beso 
full, so large, so emphatic, that the dyna- 
miters, destruction agents, and Invincibles 
should have no possible room for mistaking 
its significance. The Irish owe it to them- 
selves and to their American sympathizers 
to make an unequivocal declaration on this 
issue raised by the dynamite agent.

For the first time almost 
in their history the Irish have now a leader 
who fully appreciates the strength of his op- 
ponents and the difficulties of his own posi- 
tion. With a combination of skill and judg- 
ment amounting almost to political genius, 
he united his people and put forth their de- 
mands in so clear a manner, so opportunely, 
so moderately, and so ably that he convinced 
the whole American Nation and three-fourths 
of the British nation of their justice. It 
was impossible for the British Government 
to withhold concessions under the circum- 
stances. But the full measure of unques- 
tionable right has not been rendered. It 
might have been ere now but for the bloody 
crime of a faction, for which the malignantly 
anti-Irish section of the British sought to 
make Mr. Parnell appear responsible. It 
has taken over two years of persistent, tire- 
less energy on the part of that great 
leader to rémedy the evil done to the cause 
which he espoused, and to wipe out the re- 
proach of the bloody butchery of an un- 
offending, well-intentioned Englishman by 
the Invincible gang in the Phenix Park in 
May, 1881. But now, as Mr. Parnell and his 
party appear again on the point of success, 
one of the reputed Invincibles in the enjoy- 
ment of that freedom to dupe his fellow- 
countrym@g which every Irishman who is 
cunning oys here comes to this city for 
the avowed purpose of organizing for another 
deed equally injurious to the Irish, equally 
calculated to rob them of the world’s sym- 
pathy, and to bring on their country more 
persecution and more coercion. 

The Irish of this city should show by their 
meeting in thousands next Tuesday evening 
that they have nosympathy with the renewal 
of the policy of murder, and that they will 
| not tolerate any more plottings against their 
leader and the people of their own native 
land. Apart altogether from the desire to 
compliment Mr. Parnell and to indorse his 
policy, they owe it to the young men who are 
here as Mr. Parnell’s representatives to turn 
out that evening. The Messrs. Redmond 
have done splendid service for their country in 
Australia during the last year despite adverse 
circumstances and hostile and powerful in- 
fluences. Both have a high reputation for 
eloquence. They deserve well of their coun- 
trymen everywhere because of their sacri- 
fices, their patriotism, and the good and wise 
work they have done. The meeting at the 
First Cavalry armory should be a grand rally. 


OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 

While the National Board of Trade is urg- 
ing upon Congress prompt and decisive 
action in regard to the German and French 
prohibition of American meats, and while 
resolutions, memorials, editorials, and every 
other possible manifestation of public opin- 
ion are being poured in upon Congress to the 
same end, Miss Nancy Frelinghuysen, the 
old spinster who occupies the place which 
ought to be filled by a Secretary of State, is 
personally advising Congressmen to be very 
cautious and conservative in this matter. 
He is afraid, forsooth, that a retaHatory pol- 
icy will be likely to result in very serious 
injury to this country through loss of trade.” 

This is insufferable stupidity. Loss of 
trade is not a matter of contingency, but a 
matter of fact. The trade in exporting meats 
has been lost, and it is one of the most ini- 
portant items of our foreign commerce. It 
is to regain this loss, which has been in- 
flicted without cause or provocation, that 
reprisals have become necessary. Retalia- 
tion will entail no additional loss of trade 
which is not to be apprehended otherwise. 
France, Germany, and England are not go- 
ing to buy any American products which they 
can dispense with, whether the United States 
Government submit or retaliate for the in- 
jury already done. Does Mr. Frelinghuysen 
suppose that any foreign nation is buying 
American stuff on sentimental or charitable 


of France and Germany as it is of our own 
Government, and the avowed aim of that 
policy is to shut out foreign products. 
Neither of thoge nations has intimated an in- 
tention to abate the protection policy because 
it has prohibited certain American articles 
altogether, and neither will dare to put up 
the price of breadstuffs upon its people by 
excluding the importation of American prod- 
ucts because the United States Government 
protests against the discriminations now en- 
forced. These two Governments have al- 
ready risked the indignation of their own 
people by shutting off the competition of 
American meats; they will not hazard 
starvation and revolution by shutting off 
American breadstuffs. 

Loss of trade is much more to be appre- 
hended from the white-livered: policy coun- 
seled by Mr. Frelinghuysen than from any 
system of retaliation which can be devised. 
Whenever the Governments of Europe shal! 
be satisfied that the American Government 
will snomit supinely to any restriction, dis- 
crimination, or prohibition which they may 
decree, they will be tempted to exclude Amer- 
ican products to any extent their own people 
will endure. But breadstuffs, cotton, and 
petroleum are safe from foreign decrees. The 
people on the other side of the Atlantic 
cannot get on without them. If they 
could they would. The foreign Governments 
may make these articles higher to home con- 
sumers by a system of duties, inspection, and 
detention, but their people will suffer more 
from such a policy than the Amerieans wil!

sible. Proper and thorough inspection there 
certainly should be—enough to protect for- 
eign buyers from fraud and carelesness. But 
the admitted fact that we have no trichiniasis 
in this country is sufficient proof that Amer- 
ican pork is not diseased any more or any 
differently than the pork of European coun- 
tries. Anysystem of inspection which pro- 
ceeds upon a concession that there is any 


insult and fully as much an injury to the 
American hog raisers and packers as French 
and German prohibition has been. 

The way to put a stop to foreign discrimi- 
nations against American products is to retal- 
iate. No nation on earth is so well prepared 
as the Am Nation for commercial in- 
dependence, if it comes to that. But the 
necessities of Europe place a limit upon re- 
taliation on that side. What America has to 
sell is what Europe must buy. The European 
Governments will never go so far as to take 
the bread out of the mouths of their people 
or make thé necessaries of life so dear to 
them as to create widespread suffering, Mr. 
Frelinghuysen should retire to his closet and 
study some elementary treatises on natural 
philosophy and political economy before he 
counsels Congress on this subject. 


GEN. SHERMAN ON THE INDIANS. 

Mr. E. V. Smalley contributes to the Jan- 
uary issue of the Century a very graphic 
sketch of Gen. Sherman, in which be brings 
out a point of great interest as connected with 
our Indian relations. 
in 1840 Gen. Sherman, then a Second Lieu- 
tenant in the artillery, was sent to Florida to 


Everglades to the Indian Territory. It was 
towards the close of the Seminole war, and 
while engaged in pursuing and capturing 
these savages in the forests, bayous, and 
swamps he came to the conclusion in his own 
mind that the policy of the Government was 
all wrong, and that it would have been better 
to have allowed the Seniinoles to remain in 
Florida, and to have concentrated the Choc- 


taws, Chickgsaws, Cherokees, and Creeks 


there rather than to localize them in a terri- 
tory that was better fitted for occupancy by 
white men. Mr. Smalley says: They would 
have been surrounded by the sea on all sides 
but one, and could easily have been protected 
against encroachment, and the vast agricult- 
ural plains west of Arkansas should have 
been left open to civilization. This was his 
idea then, and he has never changed it.” 
The course of events since those days has 
only emphasized the correctness of the young 
Lieutenant’s judgment. There is no ques- 
tion that it would have been better if the 
Government had made an Indian Territory 
out of the lower half of the Florida peninsu- 
la and left the present Indian Territory open 
for white settlement. Its capabilities for 
supporting a large population are as great as 
those of Kansas, or even Missouri—much 


greater than those of Nebgaska or Arkansas. 


Kansas has now over a million of people, and 
the Indian Territory is given up to about 
200,000 Indians, who are of no use in devel- 
oping the Territory and whose only purpose 
seems to be to keep white men out. In 
the raising of grain and fruit and in stock 
production it is not excelled by any of the 
States adjoining it, and yet it is allowed to 
lie idle for the aceommodation of a quarter of 
a million of Indians, who have very crude 
ideas of industrial progress or of any indus- 
try that goes beyond mere personal demands 
involving as little labor as possible. 

The southern half of Florida supplies 
everything that the Indian craves. Its for- 
ests, streams, and bayous are accessible to 
him and not to the white man. They could 
live there easily; white mencannot live there 
at all. The most that they want is game and 
fish, and that part of Florida teems with them. 
If the Southern Indians had been concen- 
trated there they would have been protected 
from encrochments, as Mr. Smalley has said, 
and such wants as they could not supply 
themselves could easily have been met by 
white trading-posts along the coast. This 
would have left the present Indian Territory 


open to white settlement, which must be its 
ultimate destiny, and would have saved all 
the trouble that must ensue when the press- 
ure of the advancing tide of emigration be- 
comes so strong that it cannot be resisted. 
The first signs of that trouble are already 
manifested. It is already extremely difficult 
to keep white settlers out, and the time is 
rapidly approaching when the rush will be so 
great that it cannot be stopped. It is in- 
evitable. Was not Gen. Sherman right, there- 
fore, inhis judgment forty years ago that

GOOD LUCK TO THE WEST SHORE. 

New York, Jan. 26.—[Special.|—The New 
York, West Shore & Bifffalo Railway was today 
formally admitted to representation on the 
Joint Executive Committee (Passenger Depart- 
ment). Henry Monett, the General Passenger 
Agent of the road, sent a letter Friday te Vice- 
Chairman Pierson, saying the West Shore would 
join the committee with the general under- 
standing that none of its rules should become 
operative until such time as the road was 
equitably represented in the coupon offices of 
its Western connections, thus enabling it to 
sell tickets by its own and all connecting lines.

AN EGYPTIAN MUMMY. 


The Cadaver of the Late Mr. Penpi Secured 
for Cornell University. 


IrRACA, N. V., Jan. 26.— [Special. President 
White has just received the following from the 
Hon. G. P. Pomeroy, Consul-General of the 
United States at Cairo, Egypt: | 

CAIRO, Dec. 15, 1883.—The Hon. A. D. White, Pres- 
ident Cornell University—DEARB SIR: -I hasten to 
acknowledge the receipt of your communication 
dated Oct. 2, ult., in which you expressed a desire 
to be informed when the Egyptian mummy, which 


proposed to offer to you as President of the Cor- | 


nell University, would reach America. 

~I] must tell vou, as an explanation of this long 
delay in answering your letter, that I did not re- 
ceive it until my return to Cairo, from leave of 
absence, in tne latter part of November. ‘The 
mummy only reached our Consulate here from 
Upper Egypt about fourteen days previous to my 
return. As you certainly are aware, this last sum- 
mer the cholera generally prevailed all over Egypt, 
and with great violence onthe Upper Nile. As 
you now perceive, owing to this unforseen and sad 
event, this mummy, which was already obtained, 
could not be sent down to Cairo whilst said malig- 
nant disease was then affecting entire communities. 
Hence this long and tedious detention in pos- 
session. 

On my arrival in Cairo I had it immediately ex- 
amined with care and accuracy by M. Emile Brugsch 
Bey, one of the Directors of the Museum of Egyp- 
tian Antiquities, and a very capable judge of the 
old monuments and ruins of Egypt. His condensed 

report I bear inclose. In this connection allow me 

to say it gives me great pleasure to inform you that 
said mummy will be transmitted from Cairo to 
Washington, via liverpool direct, care of Depart- 
ment of State, this coming week without fail, and 
be addressed to you. On its arrival the department 
will forward it to you in Ithaca immediately. The 
expense of sending it to Washington, allow me to 
say, it gives me great pleasure to bear myself. 

In conclusion, I beg you to accept this embalmed 
body of an ancient Egyptian, whose name and meme 
ory are now preserved for your university as an 
humble proof of my interest in said institution and 
smecere regard for yourself. I am, dear sir, very 
faithfully yours, G. P. POMEROY. 


REPORT OF M. EMILE BRUGSCH BEY, OF THE 
Ano MUSEUM AT BOULAC. 


Translation from French: The mummy now in 
the possession of Mr. Pomeroy, Agent and Con- 
sul-General of the United States, most probably 
belongs to the XXIII. dynasty, and proceeds from 
the necroplis of Thebes. It is that of a man 
named Penpi.“ The mummy is enveloped in 


pasteboard (cartonna@ge) painted in bright colors, 


and representing the following subjects: On the 
head is to be noticed the sacred scarabée or beetle, 
symbol of the eternal regeneration and transfor- 
mation. 

On the breast one can perceivé the sketch of a 
necklace imitating pearls and diferent precious 
stones. The lower part shows s Vulture with a 
man’s head holding in its clawa @pme seals, the 
-emblem of eternity. Under the ta to be 
seen a sparrow-hawk spread over mummy hold- 
ing likewise a seal in each of its claws. At the 
right and at the left of the vulture the following 
picture is represented: The serpent Uracus, fol- 
lowed by the god Osiris, standing up and®holding a 
sceptre with a head of Cancoupha. Before 
him the deceased Penpi in adoration. At 
the back of him, to the right, the 
two geniuses, Khebsennouf (having the head 
of a sparrow-hawk) and Tiautmontef (having the 
bead ot u jackal). On the left at the back of him 
two more geniuses, Amset (having a human head) 
and Hapi (having the head of a cynocephalus). The 
middle of the pasteboard, commencing from the 
lower part of the sparrow-hawk, represents the sa- 
cred emblem of the god Osiris, the bandle of which 
is painted yellow and contains the principal in- 
scription: 

“Prascynéme to Osiris, the god of Amenti, the 
good god, the ruler of Abydos, may he give good 
repose to Penpi the justified.”’ 

At the commencement and at the right of the 
emblem of Osiris are the god Thot and the goddess 
Isis; to the left the god Horus and the goddess 
Nephthys; underneath to the right and to the left 
a god having the head of an adder; also the follow- 
ing picture: The god Sebek (having the head of a 
hippopotamus), and two sparrow-hawks seated, 
having their wings open. At the feet of the spar- 
row-hawks Akhem mummyfled, to symbolize the 
awaking from the transitory state of death. 

At the right and ut the lefta jackal (emblem of 
Suey, tee guardian of the dead), holding the pen 
of truth. | 

The text gives the names of the different divini- 
ties and the formulas of offerings. *

The Police Follow Up Adams’ and 
Brown’s Trails and Make a Full 
Sweep—How Criminals Connect. 

The burglary cases upon whick Detectives 
Bonfield and Kay have been employed have 
developed and contain startling features of 
crime. Yesterday the remainder of the stolen 
property was recovered and additional arrests 
made. The boot and shoe store of J. L. Gin- 
non, No. 203 Blue Island avenue, was visited, 
it having been ascertained that the proprietor 
had been receiving goods from the burglars. 
When George Adams and Charles Brown were 
arraigned before Justice Foote yesterday morn- 
ing, Ginnon was present, and loudly declared 
that Adams was an honest man.”

_ sisted the officers so strenuously that they were 
compelled to carry him up-stairs in their arms. 


About $200 of the goods were recovered at the 
store of William V. Millington, No. 103 Ran- 
dolph street. These had been left there by 
Brown, who was accustomed to leaving pack- 
ages of shawl-straps at the place. The bundle 
was intact, and no suspicion rests Upon Milling- 
ton. At No. 27 Randolph street, and 
also on Eighteenth street, clothing was 
recovered. Eugene Daley is another of 
the band under arrest, together with James 
Mercier, Who conducted the female barber- 
shop at No. 36 West Madison street. The latter 
is a brother-in-law of Ginnon’s, and was instru- 
mental in securing for his relative the patron- 
age of the thieves. Mercier’s connection with 
them dates back to a fire in his shop some time 
ago, which was incendiary. Mercier, it is 
claimed, to pay Adams $50 to fire the 
shop. He gave him $15 and the balance was to 
have been forthcoming when he received the 
insurance upon the shop. He purchased five 
gallons of kerosene that day and poured it 
about the room. That night Daley was sicep- 
ing at the American House, Van Buren 
and Franklin streets. Mercier rushed 
into the room late at night 
and exclaimed exultingly, It's done! The 
jobs done.“ But the insurance companies re- 
fused to pay the loss, and Mercier still owes 
Adams $35, which may in part aceount for the 
above information having been made known to 
the police. 

Mrs. West, of No. 32 North Clark street, was 
also arreated on the charge of receiving some 
of the plunder obtained by Brown and Adams. 

Kate Kane appeared for Adams before Justice 
Foote yesterday morning and secured a con- 
tinuance to Jan. 30 for her client,his bail 7 
fixed at $2,500.

Further Particulars of the Destruc- 
tion of the Minn esota State 
Penitentiary. 
The Convicts Taken Out with Little 


Trouble Cole Younger’s Story— 
Incidents. 


Six Houses Destroyed on the Levee at Cairo 
Aged Fate—Other 


A Burning Prison. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 26.— [Special. About 
midnight fire was discovered in the basement 
of the Northwestern Car Company’s office, ad- 
joining the State Penitentiary at Stillwater, and, 
getting beyond control, communicated with the 
cornice of the main building. Warden Reed 
and his assistants acted promptly in the affair, 
and proceeded to chain the 330 convicts in pairs 
and march them to places of safety. Mean- 
while Company K, State militia, had been sum- 
moned and p ptly responded. The prisoners 
were placed uhder their guard. Fifty citizens 
were also sworn in as specials by the 
authorities, who 


The convicts behaved themselves very satis- 
factorily and caused no trouble to speak of. 
The prisoners suffered some from exposure, 
but those who did not save their blankets were 
housed in the foundry building. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock the aid from St. Paul 
which had been telegraphed for arrived, Assist- 
ant-Chief Hildebrand and corps making the 
trip with steamer and hose-cart in thirty-five 
minutes over the Omaha Road. 

The fire burned very rapidly after it got un- 
der way, and being in the front portion of the 
building, which was composed of considerable 
woodwork, made quick work of the floor of the 
Warden's office and the Northwestern Car-Com- 
pany's office. Then the flames spread back 
towards the cell department ,which was capped 
with a wooden cornice, and after doing their 
work on the roof and cornice crept back again 
to the front of the structure. The cells are of 
iron, and they and the stone walls are ail that 
remain of the prison proper. None of the other 
buildings in the inclosure suffered, owing tothe 
effective work of the firemen. 


The origin of the fire is shrouded in mystery. | 


None of the convicts are suspected of setting 
the fire, although there are rumors to that ef- 
fect. The most generally-accepted theory is 
that asteam-pipe in the basement, where the 
fire was first noticed, ignited the woodwork 
surrounding it. 

The building just burned is some fifty feet 
south of the shops burned at the recent fire 
the 8th inst. two weeks ago. The building is 
owned by the State, and it will take over $20,- 
000 to replace it. It is insured for about 
$20,000, and is distributed among about 
twenty companies. Everything in the 
building, the Deputy-Warden’s stock, the 
Matron’s and Steward's goods and furniture 
were all destroyed, nothing being saved buta 
few blankets. The kitchen and all the stores 
and utensils were entirely destroyed. 

The most serious feature is not the pecuniary 
loss, but what to do with the unhoused con- 
victs. They are now under guard of the 
militia, Col. Bend with fifty men from St. 
Paul have relieved thé local company from 
guard duty. The bakery ot the prison was 
not injured, and they also had on hand 
sufficient bread for three days, which 
will help materially in feeding the 
prisoners, who are as well taken care of as is 
possible under the circumstances, having been 
served to bread and coffee this morning. They 
are gathered together in the foundry-room, 
where they are all kept warm, and most of 
them are warmly dressed, and each one took a 
blanket with him as he went out of his 
cell. No body of men could behave any better 
than the convicts have thus far; yet as they 
are huddled in together it not im- 
probable that they may endeavor to 
arrange some plan to escape if favor- 
able opportunity should offer. They will 
be taken care of as far as possibile in the old 
paintshop by using mattresses and blankets 
and be guarded by the regular force and the 
State militia, and by transferring perhaps forty 
or fifty of the most desperate characters to the 
county jails of Washington, Winona, Ramsey, 
and Hennepin Counties. 

The walls of the damaged main building con- 
taining the cells were all standing, but the en- 
tire roof is gone, and a portion of the interior 
wall will have to be reconstructed. The ruins 
are covered with ice, which gives them a pict- 
uresque appearance. Hundreds of people are 
constantly coming and going, while crowds of 
idle spectators stand in open-mouthed wonder 
and gaze upon the spectacle or discuss the 
situation in its various aspects. The walls are 
closely guarded by the State militia, while at 
the gate is a military guard of twelve men, and 
all the soldiers are equipped with guns capable 
of being fired thirty times per minute. With 
the guard of twelve men at the gate 360 shots 
could be fired in one minute, anda relief and 
reserve corps is on hand ready to be called out 
at a moment's notice, 

The Younger brothers and the St. Paul negro 
murderers are with the others and perfectly 
quiet. The eight female prisoners were taken 
to the Warden's house, adjoining the south 
wall. 

The Younger boys were seen in the foundry 
by a Pioneer-Preas reporter while the tire was in 
progress. Said Cole, the oldest: I was in my 
cell on the ground floor on the south side. I 
had gone to sleep and was awakened by the 
alarm whistie. I looked out of my window, but 
could not see any I smelled the 
smoke, but thought it was gas escaping in the 
corridors. I had no knowledge of the fire until 
the door was opened. I did not apprehend any 
danger. The guard told me the building was 
on fire and I must hurry. I had my pictures 
on the wall and my books, but could not take 
them. I wrapped myself up in my blanket. 
My brothers and I were released and taken to 
the storeroom. It was very cold there. Then 
we were taken to where it was very comfort- 
able. As we came out there was much 
confusion in the upper galleries. My brother 
and I worked in the belt shop. I suppose we 
shall have to lay around chained now fora 
while. ‘They all have treated us well here, 
however, and we have nothing to complain of. 
When the guard opened the door he was going 
to take us down chained, and 1 told him I would 
give my word of honor not to try to escape. I 
have been here too long to go out except hon- 
orably. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 26.—When the 
penitentiary fire first started Chief Joy, of 
Stillwater, went into the burning structure 
and bad a narrow escape from death. He was 
caught in the office of the car company and 
overpowered with smoke. While in this con- 
dition some one trom the outside turned a 
stream of water into the room, which knocked 
him down and put out the light He was dis- 


covered almost suffocated, and dragged from | 


the building more dead than alive. 

A fortunate feature consists in the saving of 
ali the private and personal papers and letters 
ot Senator Sabin. They were all saved intact. 

The fire was marked by an act of great hero- 
ism by Mr. George P. Dodd, of Stillwater Com- 
pany K. Immediately after the convicts 
had been removed a cry was raised that a man 
was confined in cell No. 200. The crowd stood 
aghast at the horrible fate in store for the poor 
wretch, and many faces. were turned in the di- 
rectien of the cell occupied by the apparently 
doomed man. George Dodd, pushing the crowd 
aside, rushed into the building and was lost to 
view inacolumn of blinding smoke. In less 
time than can be recorded he had reached the 
cell of the convict, who proved to be anew man 
in prison, and —. returned

— prisoners were brought to this 
city this evening and temporarily lodged in the 
county jafl until a new prison is built. 
prisoner was burned to death, and as the rec- 
ords of the prison are lost his name cannot be 
learned. Twenty convicts were taken to St. 
Paul, five to Hastings, and thirteen to Winona.

The flames had not yet 
reached there, but the smoke was suffocating. 
Dense volumes poured down tke galleries and

deadened, but the rattling of their cell doors and 
the sound of their frantic stamping upon the 
floor was heard above and added to the reign- 
ing confusion. Before they could be 
reached many of them had despaired 
of liberation, and awaiting in deadly fear a bor- 
rible doom sank on their knees in prayer. As 
rapidly as possible their cell doors were opened 


and the terror-stricken occupants led out of 
the stifling atmosphere into the cold night air.

For a mo- 
ment I was almost astified and fell 
prostrate upon my face. I tell you, I thought 
I was a doomed man. I don't care to be as 
near death again as I was at that moment. The 
yells of the confined men and the rattling of 
the iron doors in the midst of the stifling 
smoke, with every now and then a tongue of 
flame shooting up, seemed a very glimpse of 
hell, and I could almost fancy as I fell the 
shrieks of the convicts to be the cries of 
doomed souls.’’ 

Several of the convicts rendered valuable 
assistance and were instrumental in saving 
many lives. A large number of the cells were 
still closed, and through the smoke and ever- 
increasing roar of the flames could be heard 
the cries of the confined men shrieking for re- 
lease. A little group of guards and convicts 
were at the west end of the upper balcony 
making vain efforts to reach the helpless men 
as they were driven back by the smoke. The 
figure of aman staggered toward them from 
the dense cloud in which the balcony was 
wrapped and fell exhausted at their feet, 
It was Brown, the guard. Recovering 
consciousness, he made another attempt 
to return to release the prisoners, but his 
strength was exhausted. At this juncture R. 
B. Conroy, of Minneapolis, a convict sentenced 
for life for murder, seized Brown's lantern and 
bravely volunteered to undertake the release. 
Binding a bandkerchief around his face, he 
crawled forward and was soon lost amid the 
smoke. To a reporter he said: ‘I crawled 
along on my hands and knees with my face 
near the floor, and opened several of the cell- 


man did not step out. 
low mumbling, and peering through the smoke 
I saw him on his knees praying aloud. He was 
so terrified that he did not hear me open the 
door. I seized his arm and drew him out. I 
was back into the gallery three times and suc- 
ceeded in releasing thirty prisoners. Many of 
them were praying when I opened the cells. 
Others were cursing terribly and pounding upon 
the doors. One man was upon his face, 
nearly suffocated by smoke. ost of the men 
behaved very well as soon as they were re- 
leased. The smoke was terrible. I could only 
breathe with my face near the floor, and the 
walls were hot and constantly growing hotter.’ 

Gov. Hubbard, who went to Stillwater in the 
morning, returned to St. Paul late in the after- 
noon. In an iuterview in the evening he said 
the Prison Inspectors had agreed with Mr. Sey- | 
mour, of the Northwestern Car Company, to 
begin work at once in removing the débris 
from the ruins and put a temporary roof over 
the cells, so that they could he utilized for con- 
fining the convicts. He believed the tempora- 
ry roof, to be replaced by a permanent iron one 
later, could be put in place by next Saturday, 
and after it was on the cells could be 
used for confining the prisoners, provided .they 
were dry enough. As to this no one can tell as 
yet. A telegram was sent the Governor this 
afternoon, dated Bloomington, III., and signed 
by Inspector Pollock, of the Jo‘iet Penitentiary, 
stating: Send your prisoners to Joliet. We 
will take care of them.“ The Governor appre- 
ciated the kind offer, but would not avail 
himself of it. After saying that he could not 
sev the slightest necessity for calling an extra 
session of the Legislature, the Governor said 
he did not believe the late fire would interfere 
with carrying out plans of reparation of losses 
by the one of the 8th. 

The regular monthly of the Prison 
Inspectors will be held in Stillwater next Thurs- 
day, and at that meeting bids will be received 
for rebuilding, by the State, a portion of the 
shops destroyed the sth. Work under the bid 
accepted will be commenced immediately and 
pushed to as rapid completion as possible. 

Telegrams were sent to various Sheriffs in the 
State, and twenty of the convicts were sent to 
St. Paul, thirty-two to Minneapolis, twenty 
to Winona, five women to Hast and 
fourteen to the county jail in Stillwater. 
The worst characters were picked out, and 
Gov. Hubbard has strong hopes no. attempt at 
escape orinsurgency willoccur. Heis anxious, 
howefer, especially as the prisoners remaining 
within the prison walls are huddled together 
and have ample opportunity to concoct insur- 
rectionary schemes. He left seventy of the 
National Guard on duty, all from St. Paul, and 
these are aided by the fifty of the Stillwater 
company, residents in that city. 

At noon at roll-cali Henry Lempke failed to 
respond to his name. A search throughout the 
foundry was fruitless. The Warden and two of 
the guards picked their way along the icy pas- 
sages, under the hanging masses of ice-coated 
rafters, to the upper gallery. Cell 282 was 
found locked. The door was opened and there 
upon the floor, covered with a coating of ice, 
the head resting upon the bedjand one arm 
thrown up as if to protect the face, lay the 
corpse of the ill-fated convict, the eyes 
wide open and giaring up through the dis- 
mantled rafters. The door was closed and 
locked, and the solitary victim of the fire left 
unmoved until the Coroner shall view the re- 
mains Monday. Lempke was a German, 33 
years of age, and was sentenced from Nicollet 


County Nov. 18, 1882, to two years and six | 


months for assault with intent*to rape. It is 
believed that he was overcome by the smoke 
and his cries for aid stifled, so that no one 
knew of his presence on the upper gallery. It 
is probable that even with the knowledge it 
would have been impossible to release him. 


‘‘ Catfish Row’? Destroyed at Cairo— 
A Colored Woman Burned to Death. 
III., Jan. 26.—[Special.}|—At 1 o'clock 

this morning a fire originated in frame build- 

ings in what is known as Catfish Row,” Ohio 
levee. There were six houses consumed, all of 
which were the most rickety in the city, and 
were occupied by cheap lodgers and disrepu- 
table characters.

At 1 p. m. the fan 
was reversed and began drawing the air 
gas from the mine. 1 Was ia 
the mine seven or eight times during the frst 
twenty-four hours after the accident. As 
smell of fire was noticed in the afternoon, and 
had the brettice erected so as to exclude the air 
from the lower part of the mine, so as not to féed 


the flames. Iwas in charge until Friday noon, 
when State-Inspector McNeil arrived and took 
charge. McNeil has been in charge since. The 
first rescuing party that entered the mine was 
driven back by the after-damp. The mine boss, 
Gibson, was overcome by the gas, and was ar- 
ried out on a stretcher, When the fan tirst started 
it pumped airinto the mine, but it was found that 
in this way the after-damp was being forced back 
upon the rescuing party, and the fan was, there-

This line does not report to the pool, 
nor does it post its shipments on the Board of 
Trade. Not being in the pool it is claimed that 
it can do as it pleases as regards rates, and that 
it does not charge regular rates.

A Million-Dollar Loan Wanted for the 
Mexican Central. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 26.—[{Special.]—Mr. 

Thomas Nickerson, President of the Mexican 

Central Railroad Company, has issued a circu- 

lar asking for subscriptions to a million-dollar 


loan for one year to complete the main line. 


The circular says the cost of the southern end 
has largely exceeded the estimates, and also 
that the company has paid for supplies now 


on hand necessary to operate the road such 


as are usually carried in material ae- 
counts over $1,000,000 above the needs 
of construction, and not included in the 
original estimates. By the terms of the sub- 
seription the company pledges $2,500,000 of 
its 7 per cent bonds, $1,500,000 of its stock, and 
$500,000 of its 3 per cent income bonds for this 
loan of $1,000,000 at 6 per cent and 5 per 
cent commission, the lenders having a right 
to call any part of the bonds at 65 between 
July 1 and Nov. 1, 1884. Already subscrip- 
tions to the extent of about half a million of 
dollars have been made. 


General-Manager Clark Signs the 
Utah Pool Agreement. 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 26.—[Special.}—General- 
Manager Clark, of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
today signed the Utah pool agreement which 
was presented to him Tuesday by President 
Lovejoy, of the Denver & Rio Grande. The 
agreement having already been signed by the 
Central Pacifie and Denver & Rio Grande offi- 
cialis is now consummated, and there is no 
doubt that the understanding thut rates on Utah 
business, whichhave been cut since Novem- 
ber, will be restored Monday.

THURLOW WEED’S MEMOIRS. 


Nomination at Chicago 
in 1860. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 26.—[Special. |—

low Weed's memoirs, a book which is destined 
to excite much curiosity and controversy. It 
is edited by Thurlow Weed Barnes, and deals 
with the political history of the United States 
between 1850 and 1865, when Weed was New 
York's greatest political manager. Some of 
his letters now published for the first time al- 
lude to the nomination of Lincoln at Chicago 
in 1860, and the betrayal of Mr. Seward, the

After his | 
election, in one of his confidential letters to Weed, | 
President Lincoln said as to the matter of dis- 
pensing patronage: It perhaps will surprise you 
to learn that I have information that you claim to 
have my authority to arrange that matter in New 
York. I do not believe you have so claimed, but 
still some men say so. On that subject you know 
all [have said to you is Justice to all,’ and I have | 
said nothing more particular to anyone, Isay | 
this to reassure you that I have not changed my 
position. In the hope, however, that you will not 
use my name in the matter, I am yours truly, 
**A LINCOLN.”’ 
A more remarkable letter from Lincoln to Weed 
follows: 

“EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, D. C., 
March 15, 1865.—DEAR Mu. WEED; Every one likes 
acompliment. Thank you for yours on my little 
ratification speech and on the recent inaugural ad- 
dress. I expect the latter to wear as well, per- 
haps better, than anything I have produced, but I 
believe itis not immediately popular. Men are 
not flattered by being shown that there has been a 
difference of purpose between the Almighty and 
trem. To deny it, however. in this case, isto deny 
that there isa God governing the world. It ts a 
truth which I thought needed to be told, and, as 
whatever of humuiiation there isin it falls most 
directly on myself, 1 thought others might afford 
for me to tell it. Truly yours, A. LINCOLN.” 

A month later Lincoln was dead. Five years 
later when Gen. Lee died Thurlow Weed was asked 
to preside at a public meeting held in honor of his 
memory. In a peremptory declination Weed said 
to the committee chat invited him: “If the object 
of your meeting had been to honor the memory of 
that Gen. Lee who, until the year 1501, was dis- 
tinguished alike for his high persona! and military 
character and for devotion to his country. I should 
esteem it a privilege to unite with you, but the 
strongest feelings awakened in me by the death of 
Gen. Lee are those of profound sorrow that an 
early and brilliant military record should have 
been blotted out by a subsequent inglorious career. 
1 cannot, therefore, participate with those who de- 
sire to honorthe memory of the mimarl@er-in- 
chief of the Rebel army—an army that struck at 
the life of the best Government in the world.“ 


DICKENS’ LAST NOVEL. 


The Mystery of Edwin Drood. 

New York Tribune: A contribution to the 
unwritten story of Dickens’ last novel is fur- 
nished in the current number of the Century, 
where Mrs. Alice Meynell writes of the work of 
Mr. S. L. Fildes in illustrating the unfinished 
„Mystery of Edwin Drood.” It was the cus- 
om of the novelist to take the illustrator some- 
‘what into his confidence as to the secrets of 
the plot, and Mr. Fildes knew enough of the 
plan of the story to make his pictures appro- 
priate to what was to come as well as to the 
text which they immediately accompanied. 
It is rather curious, however, that 


the disclosures of Mrs. Meynell’s paper, 
while they cover several interesting points 
about which there has been debate, embrace 
only one detail not already mentioned in Fors- 
ter’s biography, and that was obvious enough 
to any attentive reader of the book. We mean 
the fact that the black silk scarf worn by Jas- 
per in Chap. xiv. was to be the instrument of 
Edwin Drood’s murder. This always seemed 
to us perfectly plain, and we are not surprised 
to learn from the article in the Century that the 
illustrator, divining the sigfificance of the 
scarf, drewit with a kind of emphasis.“ so 
that Dickens was afraid that he was telling the 
story too fast. Perhaps for this reason the 


It is strange that while conjecture has been 
so long busy over The Mystery of Edwin 
Drood,“ hardly any notice is taken of the plan 
of the story given in Forster's book. Even 
Mrs. Meynell is evidently unacquainted with it. 
As Dickens outlined it to Forster, Drood was to 
be murdered by Jasper, and his body to be con- 
sumed in the heap ot quicklime spoken of as 
lying in the stone-yard near Durdles’ house 
not in the cathedra! town, as Mrs. Mexnoll sup- 
poses. The crime was to be traced home to 
Jasper by means of the diamond ring in the 
vietim's pocket. In tho last chapter the mur- 
derer in the condemned cell was to review his 
career and dwell upon its temptations, as if 
not he, the culpfit, but some other man, were 
the tempted.“ Neville Landless was to lose his 
life in helping Tartar to unmask and seize Jas- 
per. Rosa was to marry Tartar, and Crisparkle 
Heléna. Some of these particulars Mrs. 
Meynell did not know. She is undoubtedly 
right, however, in declaring that the central 
crime of the book can never have been intend- 
ed by the author to be a mystery. The secret 
was the manner of its discovery. How willing 
Dickens was that the fact of the murder by 
Jasper should be understood is plain from one 
of the illustrations in the second number of the 
story, where Jasper entertains the two young 
men at his rooms, and starts the conversation 
which leads to their quarrel. We do not know 
that this matter has ever been publicly no- 
ticed: but by a few strong and ingenious 
touches the artist has contrived here to repre- 
sent Jasper with the attitude and expression uf | 
a devil tempting Landless and pointing out 
Drood as a victim. The light of a table-lamp 
is thrown upon him from below as he stands 
with outstretched hand; the shadows give his 
features the conventional Satanic type; and a 
gleam of high light on the bair has almost the 
effect of ahorn. The picture alone would have 
been enough to reveal Jasper as the murderer. 

The story of the detection was evidently to 
involve some secret of the cathedral; and it 
seems plain to us that, the night of Jasper's 
expedition with Durdles through the crypt and 
the tower, Jasper drugged the liquor of his 
companion, and made a private excursion of 
his own while the old stonemason slept. Jas- 
per’s opium dreams were to be studied by the 
hag of the Ratcliffe Highway; and Mr. Grew- 
gious, whose suspicio re wonderfully indi- 
cated by the artist’s cil, was of course to 
be the moving agency of retribution. 
We are a little surprised, however, to 
read in the 2 article that le is a 
keen reader who has ever found out who and 
what was Mr. Datchery, and of this 
Mr. Fildes knows no more than the public ""— 
some commentators hazarding the very wild 
conjecture that this strange figure was Edwin 
Drood himself. It is not a rash supposition, 
we think, that Mr. Datchery was Grewgious 
clerk, Bazzard, playing the detective with his 
hair dyed; just at the time of Datchery’s ap- 
pearance in Cloisterham it may be remem- 
bered that Grewgious in London mentions 
Bazzard as being olf duty here at present.

his most ingenious and impressive stories. But 
to the great secret how the foregone conclu- 
sions were to be brought about, we have no 
clew, and are likely to have none, 


TYPESETTING MACHINES. 


What Has 


Been Done to Take the Place 
of Hand Labor. 


New York Sun; That interest in the progress 
of type-setting machines is not confined exclu- 
sively to printers and publishers is manifest in 
a communication to the Sun asking: What has 
invention accomplished in that direction, and 
what practical demonstration of successful 
continuous working of such machines is now 
afforded in New York? 

In 1841 a Frenchman named Delcambre pa- 
tented in this country a type-setting machine, 
which in some respects may be regarded as the 
parent of at least some of the more important 
principles of mechanism since invented in the 
construction of the Burr and several later 
kindred inventions. 

Ten Burr machines are used by Mr. George 
Munro, there are three more working in the 
Tribune office, and several are kept oon- 
stantly employed by the manufacturers. 
They have been tested about two years. The 
machine is cumbrous and its distributor is 
very noisy, but both work effectively, and, 
with two hands to cach apparatus, turn out 
about as much solid matter a day as would be 


expected from seven or eight ordinarily good 


compositors. Very expert and industrious 
operators can exceed this proportion, but the 
relative yield of work averages about 
‘that much. The weekly work—sixty hours 
—of each “team” is expected to be 

bout 270,000 ems. That is frequently ex- 
ceded, and one team here of exceptional abili- 
ty has turned out 60,000 ems in a day, and 343,- 
000 ems in the week. The cost of composition 
is divided up into several small parts, but ag- 
gregates a little less than 25 cents a thousand 
ems, as against the 40 cents a thousand paid 
for composition by hand. The “setter,’’ who 
manipulates the keys, gets six and one-half 


cents a thousand the ‘“justifiers,” six and 
one-half cents; the “distributor, four cents; 


the corrector.,“ three cents; the * overrun- 
ners,“ who pick out quads, italics, and odd 
sorts from the dead matter before it goes to 
the distributing-machine, get $18 a week each, 
and there are two of them employed on the ten 
machines; the * pi setters’ get $6 or $8 a week. 
and there are other petty fractions of expense 
on minor labor, fairly chargeable to the ma- 
chines, that bring up the total to the amount 
stated. That does not include interest on in- 
vestment, which is considerable, as ten ma- 
nhines, with their distributing appa- 
represent $40,000. The types, 
tter, are arranged 
in long vertical channels above and in front of 
the operator at the key-board, and travel down 
their geveral ways to a carrier that brings them 
out in a long line to the justifier. All odd sorts 
must be added by hand. The working of that 
apparatus is not difficult for anybody to under- 
stand, but the distributing-machine is com- 


plicated. .In the latter the successive 
page-lines of type are lifted into 
place automatically and pushed along 


continuously on an endless carrier composed 
of separate little blocks of steel. The nicks on 
the types are the guites by which they are, as 
they pass along, thrust down into their re- 
spective appropriate channels. Those which 
are missed in their progression, or odd sorts 
overlooked by the ‘‘ overrunner,” drop into a 
pi box to be set up by girls and distributed 
by hand. Each set of channels constitutes a 
ease,“ whieh, when filled, ready to 
be put into place on the sett ap- 
paratus. The allowed weight of font to each 
machine here is 1,000 pounds. Each machine 
must be constructed for one particular size of 
type, and can be adapted to noother. Those 
used by Mr. Munro are all built for brevier. 
The distributor does not doits share of the 
work so rapidly as an expert setter can use the 
type in composition, but the manufacturers 
have refused to sell more than one distributor 
with one setting machine. 

The opinion of those who have had practical 
experience with the Burr macbine is that 
where employed on straightforward book-work 
or other largely solid matter, with very little 


odd sorts, and when manjpulated by skilled 


men, itis profitable, but not even then toa 
very great extent, and for newspaper work 
they regard its useful as doubtful. 
An important consideratdn is the _ get- 
ting of men to operate it who are at 
onee skilled compositors, good manipu- 
lators of the keys, and sufficiently able 
mechanics to thoroughly understand the ma- 
chines and keepthem in perfect working or- 
der. Whether the seeming violence of motion 
and friction of so many small parts in such 
delicate service as the distributor involves 
will seriously tend to shorten the profitable 
working Hfe of the machine or not will best be 


determined by longer practical test than has 


yet been afforded, 

A new machine, of which experts expect 
a good deal, is the invention of Joseph 
Thorne. Two of these, one setting brevier 
and the other long primer, are now, and for 
some time bave been, working very satisfacto- 
rily in an office in Beekman street. The Thorne 
machine is, in appearance, the simplest and 
most compact. It comprises both setting and 
distributing mechanism in one machine, and 
these several parts may be operated either 
independently or together. The distrib- 
uting and setting oylinders are mounted 


vertically, the former on top and rotat- 
ing, the latter stationary. Fach _ cylin- 
der has seventy-two tangentially-arranged 


type channels, in which the types rest on their 
sides in vertical lines. As the distributing cyl- 
inder revolves its channels are intermittently 
halted exactly over the channels of the setting 
cylinder below, and the nicks on the types and 
wards on the channel-mouths are the guides 
that determine whether the type exposed 
at the bottom of the upper channel 
shall drop into the top of the one 
below or shall pass on to find else- 
where its proper lodgment. In com tion, 
pressure on keys selects the desired types, 
pushes them outon a rapidly-revolving disk, 
whioh throws them centrifugally against a sta- 
tionary guard rail, by which they are directed 
on a belt that carries them to a revovling lifter, 
and so they pass into a long setting stick in 
front of the operator. From that stick, at its 
extremity they are justified. It is claimed that 
it will set and distribute 6,000 ems an hour. 

The machines here mentioned are by no 
means the only ones invented in this country 
for the automatic handling of types. There 
have been some thirty or more patents granted 
for machines and attachments of this nature; 
but those referred to are simply those that 
have attained and seemed to deserve most 
prominence, as far as the reporter has been 
enabled to obtain reliable information. 


MODERN NOTIONS IN JUDAISM. 

Serlous differences have arisen among the 
Jews of this country in regard to their ancient 
faith, which seems in danger of being super- 
seded by modern notions, This state of things 
is attributed largely to the Rev. Dr. Wise, of 
Cincinnati, who is one of thé oldest ana most 
widely-known rabbis of the country. He is 
President of the Hebrew Union College, editor 
of the American Israelite and Die Deborah (re- 
ligious journals), pastor of the wealthiest and 
most influential congregation of the Hebrew 
faith in the West, and a voluminous writer of 
books, pamphlets, and essays. He is acknowl- 
edged by his brother rabbis as the most influ- 
ential exponent of Judaism in the United 
States. In his recent teachings he has shocked 
the sensibilities of the more orthodox Jews by 
eaying that Christians may be received into 
Judaism by a simple acknowldgement of the 
binding character of the Ten Commandments;

Louisville Courier-Journal: “So the old ana 
worn-out charges against Gen. Murray have 
been revived,” said a well-known citizen to a 
reporter. “The scandal is about ten years of 
age; the story bas been written up and down, 
sideways and crossways, forty times during the 
last decade. All there is in it is that Gen. Mur- 
ray's term as Governor of Utah will expire in 
a month or two, and some one wants his place. 
The Mormons are also anxious to oust him, be- 
cause they would like tohavea new man who is 
not so well informed. They have therefore pooled 
their issues with Murray’s opponent, and the 
result is that they hare harvested a large crop 
of mud, and are now throwing it. There is 
nothing in the matter, because Gen. Murray 
proved himself to be a very vigilant Marshal, 
and watched everything closely to prevent 
crooked methods. It is a well-known faet in 
official circles that there is not a United States 
Marshal in the country against whom technical 
charges could not be brought up, but they 


won't stand investigation. A Marshal's depu- 
ties have to travel all over the country in 
search of offenders, and they have frequently 
to act as their judgment dictates, and they 
sometimes do things while in an emergency 
that seem irregular unless all the circumstances 
are understood. And unless an examiner 
acquaints himself with all the minute details of 
a 2 — — 28 face appears crooked he 
canno ngu timate rom will- 
ful 

The lie was originally started at the time of 
the trouble between President Grant and Seo- 
retary Bristow—when the Presidential bee was 
buzzing in the bonnet of the latter, and at the 
time when most, if not all, the Federal office- 
holders in Kentucky were for Bristow. This 
partiality of Grant's appointees for the Ken 
tuckian made things hum at Third and Green;

The fact of the matter is, the laws upon the sub- 
ject of fees are in an inextricable mess, and may 
be construed almost any way.

if he only had to walk ten steps to get the pris- 
oner, while today if a requisition should come 
from indianapolis and we should arrest a man 
here and take him there, not a cent could be 
charged for the necessary expenses. But if we 
arrested a man in Bowling Green we could charge 
mileage from there to Indjanapolis. Some years 
ago I directed attention to the obscurity in the fee 
laws before a Congressional committee, and advo- 
cated the employment of Marshals under salaries 
instead of forcing them to rely upon fees which 
are legal in one light and illegal in another. It was 
not done, and at last I was made the victim of the 
contradictien which I had constantly dreaded, 
As to the charge of a broad confession of tare~- 
lesness, I will only say that a distinction was nop 
drawn between carelesness and a multiplicity of 
work which it was impossible for one man to 
attend to thoreughly. If a man time 
enough to do all the work which he has to do and 
examine into every detail, it would be carelesness 
if anything was neglected. If he has too much to 
do he should net be censured because he failed to 
accomplish impossibilities. The district is entirely 
too large. It ramifies into every section and in- 
cludes all classes of the cases which come to 2 
Uni States Marshal’s office, and at any time the 
Marshal is in danger of being ruined by the act of a 
faithless deputy for which he was held responsi«+ 
ble. I do not believe there is a court of the land 
into which you can go, if you are hunting some- 
thing to place a criminal construction on, and not 
be successful. The fact of the matter is,a Marshal 
can perform a service legally and get nothing for 
it, or he can perform it just as legally and get 6 
—— Usually the officers preferred to take the 
dollar, 

In this connection it may be mentioned that 
the city paper which orfginated the cry wound 
up the matter as follows: 


If any man wishes to swear to Gen. Murray’s 
good character he can probably do it without com- 
mitting perjury. Loose laws and bad precedents 
have done more to injure him perhaps than any in- 
tention to do wrong on his part. |

When told that 
he must die, he said, All right.“ as though it 
was an every-day occurrence. His last words 
were: Fan me as long as the good Lord will 
let you.” 

In his deposition he said the man who shot 
him was Chandler, and that he never bad any 
trouble with bim, and had never spoken to him 
but twice. The remains will be taken to his 
early home in Maine. Thus ends in a tragical 
manner the life of another well-known profes- 
sional gambler. The young man who sent him 
into eternity, who claims that he was ruined by 
cards, will in all probability be food for the 
gallows.

The Opera Season. 

There 1s no word which more concisely voices 
the general impression made by the first week 
of Mr. Abbey's Italian opera season at Haver- 
Is than that shdness-freizhted word “ disap- 
pointment.” * What might have been was 
the afterthought after every performance, 
from the shabby-gentce! production of Faust 
to the after all highly-enjoyable representation- 
of Rossinis Barbiere.“ Every performance 
lacked in essential points, in features whose 
sometimes scandalous neglect detracted 80 
much from the effect of the excellent work of 
some of the great artists in the company as to 
give rise to the question how they could afford 
to take part in such performances without loss 
of seif-respectvand injury to their feelings as 
devotees of art. That which is considered 
abroad the foundation of good operatic per- 
formances—chorus, orchestra, and scenic 
dispiay—is the weakest point in Mr. 
Abbey's orgunization. As far as 
tho last-named condition is con- 
cerned, the manager has offered nothing beyond 
the limited scenic resources of Haverly’s Thea- 
tre, which are thrust aside by the majority of 
combinations playing at that house, and it is 
mot necessary to say that they are entirely in- 
sufficient for the requirements of grand opera. 
With regard to chorus and orchestra, it is true 
Mr. Abbey has made enormous efforts, but 
these have been spent in the direction of quan- 
tity rather than quality. His chorus lacks 
lamentably in training, and is, indeed, not 
nearly as effective from a musical standpoint 
asachorus of half the size would beif well 
balanced and thoroughly trained. His orches- 
tra, while numerous in numbers, 80 
very few reliable players that in volume of 
really musical tone, and, above all, in finish, it 
is way below in quality of even our own 
home orcbestra. The lack of judgment 
displayed by Mr. Abbey in providing the 
foundations for operatic performances may 
be chargeable to his lack of experience as an 
operatic manager, but it is more likely that it is 
the direct result of the enormous running ex- 
pense account he loaded himself with in order 
to not oniy secure artists of world-wide fame 
for his own enterprise, but also to place them 
beyond the reach of his rival manager. This 
policy has made his organization wop-heavy and 
deprived him of the chance, even if he appre- 
ciated the necessity, of prpviding a good 
foundation for his performances, Whatever 
may have been his intentions the result of his 
efforts has been to give to the public operatic 
artists instead of opera. The development of 
musical taste, the musical education of the 
America ple, has not gained a farthing by 
Mr. Abbey's enterprise, notwithstanding the 
enormous sums the public is contributing to- 
wards the support of Europeans in luxurious 
living abroad. No lasting good can come from 
the importation of artiste only if it is not accom- 
panied by the importation of better music than

Wednesday afternoon Mr. Emil Liebling 
gave a piano recital before a large and ap- 
preciative audience ia Weber Music-Hall.

| A Gem of Acting. 

After seeing Mr. Wyndham and his company 
but once no attempt will be made to estimate 
the talents of an actor whose position is in the 
front rank of English comedians. Moreover, 
Butterfly Fever,“ which has been presented 
every night, is merely a diluted farce, an 
emasculated translation from the French, 
false in tone and frivolous in treatment— 
a frame by no means worthy of the 
fresh and charming pictures that fill the 
canvas of Mr. Wyndham's humor. But in the lit- 
tle sketch entitled A Cosey Couple dramat- 
ic fantasy from the French of Octave Feuillet 
there was given a glimpse of Mr. Wyndham's 
highest powers and of the best resources of his 
company.

—it engages only three characters—is an apol- 
ogy for its exaggeration of sentiment. And, 
truly, it is a polished mosaic of perfect acting. 
The Tom Russellton of Mr. Wyndham has an 
individuality which will live in memory when 
many of the airy nothings of the comedy stage 
are long forgotten. With what delicious humor 
does the actor hit off the peculiarities of the 
blasé and seifish bachelor, showing all the while 
the intrinsic nobility of that world-hardened 
nature.

Who can forget the frank and wearied disgust 
with which Mr. Russeliton rejects the good 
lady's muffins, or that reproachtul look with 
which he regards his geniu! and anxious hostess?

THE HOUSE OF GROSVENOR. 
Death of the Son and Heir of the Duke 


of Westminster. 

Earl Grosvenor, son and heir of the Dubs ot 
Westminster, who died last Tuesday, was the 
eldest son of the Duke of Westminster, and the 
heir to the titles and vast estates of the great 
Liberal Duke. His mother was the Duke's int 
wife, a daughter of the second Duke of 
Sutherland, who died Deo. Wh it 
He was born April 28, 1853. At tis bap 
tism the Queen herself stood sponsor for um 
in person. He was educated at Oxford, and 

there displayed an unusual sobriety and ele 
tion of mind—characteristics which he subs 
| quently manifested in a remarkable degree. 
He gave fair promise of being worthy of the 
high station to which he was born, being really 
a handsome, bright, amiabie fellow, full of 
health, smiles, and good spirits, and one of the 
most promising and virtuous of the young? 
English nobility. Earl Grosvenor was wer 
ried Nov. 3, 1874, to Lady Sibyl Mary 
Lumley, daughter of the Earl of 
by whom he leaves three children, two girl 
and a boy. The last-named, who will dor 
take his father’s place as Earl Grosvenor 
_ heir to the Ducal title and estates, is the vun 
est of the three, having been born Mareb 1 
1879, and being thus less than 5 years of age 
In case of the young Earl's death in childhood, 
the family titles would go to Lord Arthur Hug 
Grosvenor, who is now in his 23d year. 
him there are three other sons, and the Dui 
married his second wife in July, 1882, 80 . ‘

wounds and disease, the writer, having some 
qualifications forthe task, has visited and in- 
spected them all.

INTERNES AND NURSES. 

Fifteen internes are employed about the hos- 
pital, five entering in Apri! and five in October. 
Their term of service is eighteen months, dur- 
ing which they ate trained in each separate 
branch of hospital work, aud passing succese- 
ively from grade to grade become during the 
last six months house physician and surgeon. 
The clinical advantages Wbicb the internes can 
enjoy bere are uneurpassed in the West. These 
positions are to be obtained by competitive ex- 
amination conducted by the bospital staffs. 

It is surprising that young graduates do not 
hold these places in higher estimation and ren- 
der the competition somewhat greater than in 
the past. The interne is actively engaged un- 
der the instruction of the skilled and able men 
composing the staffs Of attending physiciana 
and surgeons in ali the duties devolving upona 
doctor. Many operations tail to lot of the 
bouse surgeon, even of the severest, and the 


house physician becomes Skilled in diagnosis. 


The theoretical knowledge received while 
sitting on the college benches is gubjected to 
the. stern test of practice, and, to state 1 
plainly, eighteen months of this service is — 
more benefit than a dozen Courses of didactic 
lectures, or than five years Of private practice. 
There are also places where the pushing and 
deserving undergraduate can serve as nurse, 
and in that way lay a firm foundation on which 
to rest a medicai education. The nursing in 
the hospital is, however, mostly in the hands of 
the Training-Schoo! for Nurses, Seven of the 
eleven wards are furnished with nurses by the

school, and the excellence of the work done 


by them is a marked feature. One great draw- 
back to successful pracuice in this country has 
been tbe lack of trained nurses, and it has 
been keenly felt both by doctors and the peo- 
ple. The liberal support given to this school 
shows how deeply thisneed has been felt. The 
school bids fair as the years go by to furnish 
the West with a large number of trained and 


efficient nurses. Already the applications for 


entrance reach such @ number that the Super- 
intendent can exercise great care in the accept-

ance ot pupil nurses. The course of training 


extends over two years, and, judging by the 
work done in the wards and by the assistance 
rendered during the pertormance and after 
treatment of operations, it bas attained a high 
degree of effectiveness. 

The nurses of this school Outrank in ability 
those of any nursing sistcrbood it has been the 
fortune of the writer to see at work. Forty- 
two are employed. They Compare most favor- 
ably with those educated at the famous train- 
ing-school of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, 
London. 

The food served is of good quality, and 
though the average ration is not composed of 


an extensive range of viands, yet is sufficient | 


in amount. The average expense per patient 
for food and attendanee during the last quarter 
was 23 cents a day, which is about two cents 
above the usual average.

ROYAL PRESENTS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 23.—American 
dudes and Angiomaniacs were subjects of dis- 


fication of the Senators and the amusement of 
the galieries. The matter came up when the 
Senate reached on the calendar a joint resolu- 
tion which has before been in Congress, allow- 
ing Ensign L. K. Reynolds, United States navy, 
to receive from Emperor of Austria the 
decoration of the Imperial Order of Francis 
Josef in recognition of his gallantry in saving 
twelve persons from a wrecked Austrian ves- 
sel. Mr. Plumb voiced the sentiments 
of bis Kansas constituents by declaring 
that it was time to put a stop to that 
sort of thing altogether. There seemed to 
be men in the service of the American 
Government who thought more of a foreign 
decoration than of their commissions. People 
everywhere were assuming foreign airs and 
manners. About the only things we were per- 
mitted to import were the frills and fashions of 
the Old World, and about our only exports were 
people who went abroad in our service und then 
berated: the country which gave them their 
commissions and from which they drew their 
salaries—pecple who spent their time trying to 
convinee those they met that they were less 
Americans than they were residents of Great 
Britain, or whatever -country they happened to 
be stationed in. Mr. Plumb was decidedly 
against this sort of thing as an American. He 
thought any American decoration was good 
enough for any one, but these people seemed 
to think it was not in comparison with a dec- 
oration from some person who had bad the kingly 
oil poured uponhim. He protested against the 
passage of uny such measure as that proposed. 

As the representative of the true and patri- 
otic Americans of Texas Senator Maxey also 
believed American ways were good enough for 
American citizens. He also feit that the thing 
complained of by Mr. Plumb was un-American, 
anti-republican, and cultivated a spirit an- 
tagonistic to the institutions of the country. 
We had a class of people, ** dudes,” he believed 
they were called, who rode as Englishmen did, 
pronounced as Englishmen did, and aped En- 
lishmen in every way they could. The whole

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, pointed out that 
Ensign Reynolds had received a gold medal 
from the American Government for bis gallant 
conduct, and Mr. Morgan thought we were 
getting into the very drivel of democracy when 
Senators could object to Austria's desire to 
participate in recognizing Reynolds’ brave act. 
Mr. Bayard, of Delaware, favored the resolu- 
tion, and then Mr. Piumb administered another 
thumping to un-American Americans. He ob- 
served that a number of bills in the same line 
were now before the Senate. One of them was 
to allow the American Minister to Russia to re- 
ceive a gold snuff-box or something of that 
kind for the dangerous service he performed 
by standing beside the Czar at the latter's coro- 
nation. The line ought to be drawn somewhere, 
Mr. Plumb declared, and the only way to draw 
it was to refuse permission to all such appli- 
eants.

Wasntxdrox. D. C., Jan. 23.—{8t. Louis Re 
publican. In the case of Mary F. Miller, who 
has applied to the Secretary of the Treasury 
for a license as Captain ot a Mississippi freigut- 
boat owned by ber husband, who is an invalid, 
Solicitor Raynor, of the Treasury Department, 
has written a unique decision. Among other

While an unmarried woman can make her ows 
contracts and render herself Hadle either for con+ 
traets or torts, a married woman cannot do 80 sep- 
arate and apart from her husband.

If I wére writing a letter to my son and 
should say, “Every good writing is also 
worthy,” the measure of the adjective ‘* good“ 
must be governed by the context. If I am dis- 
coursing of literature in general, then, of 
course, ite application must be restricted. He 


must then infer that some writings are nof 


good. But it I am commending to him partic- 


ularly the writings of Macaulay—if I say, 
„ Read these writings, my son; study them, be- 
cause every good writing is also worthy’’— 
then he must understand that all Macaulay’s 

are good. The phrase could have no 
meaning otherwise. 

It is preciseiy so with the passage in ques- 
tion. Paul is writing to his son Timothy, and 
in this connection is commending to his careful 
study the Holy Scriptures. It needs no argu- 
ment to prove that Holy Scripture’’ in 
Priul’s dax designated a specific class of writ- 
ings. It meant the Old Testament just as we 

ve it now. Paul says, Read these writings, 
sob Timothy; study them; abide thou in them. 
every inspired writing is also 

fitable. 
hat else could Timothy possibly infer? 
What else could Paul possibly mean than that 
every writing of these Scriptures is God in- 
pred? To inter that any of these writings is 
not inspired would be to destroy the Apostle's 
exhortation and make nonsense of the entire 


Look at it. Abide in these Holy Scriptures, 
Timothy; cherish them; study them. Beoause 
some of them are inspired and some are not, 
and only the inspired ones are proũtable. Do 
you suppose that Paul was so wooden-headed 
as to support his exhortation by such an argu- 
ment, or that the learned and logical revisers 
could have drawn such an inference from his 
statement? Do you not see that the only sen- 
sible and logical way to put it is: Abide in 
these Scriptures—stand fast in the faith of 
them—because every God-inspired writing is 
profitable, and these are all God-inspired.” 

This much I have said on the supposition 
that the revised transiation is correct. Even 
accepting the Queen Victoria’’ reading it 
makes no difference whatever in the meaning 
ofthe words. The new version means just the 
game as the old, the only difference being that 
it requires the logic of the context to make that 
meaning appear.

IMMIGRATION EVILS. 


Some of Them Set Forth in Plain 
Terms by a Writer on the Sub- 
ject. * 

Churchman; The North American Review for 
January has an article by Mr. Edward Self which 
deserves some study. Within the last fitty 
years the lowest passage rates from Europe to 


from London, and $25 or $30 from continental 
ports. While these low rates are an advantage 
to the industrious poor they equally favor the 
migration of the thriftiess and good-for-noth- 
ing. Hence both crimes and pauperism in 
this country are being largely and increasingly 
recruited by immigration, Of 47,500 prisoners 
in Massachusetts less than 5 per cent had ever 
owned property to the value of $1,000. 

During the ten years ending June 30, 1882, the 
total immigration was 3,544,458. Of this vast 
multitude about 6 per cent were profession- 
ally’ educated; 11 1-10 per cent were classified 
as skilled laborers,“ and the remainder 
brought only muscle, or comprised women 
and children.“ At least 1,000,000 “laborers 
and servants’ were imported during the dec- 
ade. Children constituted 11 per centof the 
whole immigration—the percentage of the 
children being smaller among the Chinese, 
French, and Irish, in the order named. The 
Germans bring the most children and the 
largest proportion of “professional” and 
skilled men, and 39 per cent of them settle 
in cities. The French also prefer cities in 
about the same degree, while 45 8-10 of the 
Irish never get further than New York, Phila- 
delphia, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Boston, Chicago, 
and St. Paul. 

“This fatal inclination to city life has much 
to do with the disereditable showing the Irish 
race has made in the criminal records of the 
country.“ Their lack of trades tells hea vily 
against them in the struggle for honor and re- 
spectability, as they were all farm laborers at 
home, and the breaking up of home associa- 
tions and babits incident to migration dev elopes 
adesultory spirit, which aggravates the evil. 
Parents who, in their native vilages in Eu- 
rope, would have apprenticed their children to 
some honest trade, find it impracticable to do 
so here.“ During the three years ending Sept. 
80, 1880, 904 convicts were received into the 
Michigan State Prison. Their average age was 
about 31 years. Of these only eighty-one had 
served an apprenticeship and learned a trade; 
285 had picked up some trade without any reg- 
ular apprenticeship, and 534 knew no trade 
whatever. In the two State . Penitentiaries 
of Pennsylvania, in 1881, of 705 
convicts, only ninety-three had learned a trade: 
and of 591 prisoners in Maryland only sixty- 
eight had a trade by apprenticeship. A more 
forcible commentary on St. Paul's maxim. Let 
ours also learn to maintain good works for 
necessary uses; which to a Jewish reader 
meant simply, Be careful to have your chil- 
dren taught some honest, useful trade.“ The 
same statistics show that the influx of tradeless 
immigrants is a more fruitful source of crime 
than even intemperance, for of the 904 Michi- 
gan convicts, 201 were temperate,“ 336 were 
moderate drinkers,” and 358 are recorded as 
intemperate, as against 537 who have no 
trade. The difficulties thrown in the way of 


associations in this country are so many and so 
great that it is almost impossible for the ma- 
jority of immigrants to obey St. Paul's pre- 
cept. Indeed, it is hard enough for a native, 
with all ordinary “influence,” to get his sons 
apprenticed to any handicraft. 

In the fifty larger cities of the United States 
the most dangerous class of young men, 
“known as ‘roughs,’ ‘ hoodlums,’ ete., is com- 
posed mainly of native-born sons of Irish immi- 
grants. Only 4 per cent of United States crim- 
inals ‘spring from healthy stock and favorable 
early influence,’ and ‘ only 5 per cent, or less, 
belong to the well-to-do, educated classes.’ 
The great preponderance of criminals are the 
children of foreigners.“ 

Mr. Self does not suggest any remedy for this 
state of things. He notices with approval the 


Paul and Peoria to encourage colonization on 
Western lands, and the results of those efforts 
are very commendable. But what can two 
Bishops do to save 1,000,000 Irish immigrants 
every ten years? 

The cities are full of unskilled laborers, who 
are vegetating and breeding more unskilled 
laborers. State and city charities are taxed to 
the uttermost to keep them from starving. No 
really skilled workman has any great difli- 
culty in finding employment at high wages. 
A good workmanin this country is in demand 
and can reguiate bis own wages. But then 
there are so few * good workmen”’ in any trade 
or calling. A native American citizen, anx- 
jous to have his sons taught some useful 
handicraft, finds himself thwarted every- 
where by the trades-unions. They say. You 
shall not have any more apprentices than we 
allow, and you shall take our own sons ft.“ 
What chance have foreigners against such a 
combination? What wonder that the sons of 
foreigners born here go to swell the criminal 
classes. 


KINDERGARTEN WORK. | 
The Chicago Free Kindergarten Association 
was organized Jan., 3, 1882, by several phil- 
anthropists of this city whe had become 
disheartened by the comparative failure of 
the projects to reach the criminal classes 
in a more direct way. Their object in 
forming the association was to throw good 
influences around the young while they 
were still at an impressible age, and to this end 
free kindergartens were established on a small 
scale. The last two years have witnes a 
great advance over this small beginuing, Phere 
being at present ten schools, with 1. 700 chil- 
dren attending them, under the direction of the 
association. Further work in establishing free 
kindergartens will be done as rapidly as possi- 
ble. The work is done entirely from contribu- 
tions by the benevolentiy-disposed, who push 
* — education of the children 

who are unable or indisposed 

give them the advantages. Supple- 
mentary to the free kindergarten work is the 
tree kindergarten normal, under the direction 
of Miss Matilda H. Koss, an experienced kinder- 
garten teacher. The fifth class of the normal 
will begin Monday, Feb. 4. Applicants for the 
class must be at Irast 18 years of age, and pre- 
sent a certificate of good moral eharacter. 
The course of instruction extends from two to 
three years, and its expense will not exceed 
$20. The association will receive teachers on 
trial for one month before enrolling them in 
the class, in order that time may not be lost in 
instructing those whose abilities do not lie in 
the direction of teaching. Before graduation 
ten months must be passed in teaching in free

Now, concerning the exemptions from tares

MAY IT BUILD ITS BRIDGE? 

MR. GOUDY COMPLETES HIS ARGUMENT FOR 
THE CHICAGO & EVANSTON—THE CASE GOES 
OVER A WERK. 

In the Chicago & Evanston Railroad bridge 
dase before Judge Shepard, Mr. Goudy re- 
sumed his arguments yesterday morning on be- 
half of the detendants. He claimed that the 
Ordinance of 1864 was a valid ordinance, and 


by the act of the Legislature of 1865 the pro- 
visions of that ordinance were legalized and ad- 
ditional powers given to the company. By that 
Ordinance and act authority was given the 
company to cross the rivers of Chicago from 
the North to the South Side so far as Madison 
and La Salle streets. The ordinance of 1872 
authorized the construction of tracks in the 
streets named in the ordinance, and also autho 
ized the bridging of North Canal street. The 
validity of that ordinance was established by 
the decree of Judge Drummond in the Gibbs 
case. The people werg represented in that case 
and were bound by the decree. That decree 
the char- 
ter, and the people could not again raise 
the same question. General authority had 
been given railroad corporations in Illinois to 
cross rivers, whether navigable or not, by the 
Seheral Railroad law of 1871, and the same 
power was also conferred by the Railroad law 
of 1849. 80 far as the Chicago & Lake Superior 
Uroad Company was concerned there was no 
pretense but that it had, under its articies of 
corporation, authority to cross all rivers and 
to bridge the same, providing there should be 
nO unnecessary Obstruction to navigation. It 
also had authority under the same law to fix 
the termina! points in the City of Chicago, and, 
if to reach such terminal points it became nec- 
ary to cross either branch of the river, 
full authority was given by statute for sucb 
Parpose. The city had full power over its 
Streets, alleys, rivers, etc., and full power to

The 
condemned man says Ryan is bis enemy, and 
out of spite deliberately swore bim into the 
penitentiary. He miaintains that he was no 
party to the offense for which he was convict- 
ed, and Gillespie, after receiving sentence, said 
Durr was not implicated, but that Hank Mul- 
lins was his companion in crime. There- 
upon a motion for a new trial was 
granted to give Durr an opportunity to prove 
his innocence. Judge Gary heard the argu- 
ments ‘on two occasions, and postponed fina! 
disposition of the ‘case until yesterday. He 
held that no evidence had been adductd to war- 
rant bis setting aside the verdict of the jury, 
and accordingly affirmed the sentence. Some 
are inclined to believe Durr’s story, while 
others do not sympathize with him, and say his 
action is only a rogue’s ruse.

AUSTIN BIERHOWER. 

A LECTURE BEFORE THE PHILOSOPHICAL 80- 
CIeTY ON THE ELEMMBRT OF MAGIC IN RE- 
LIGION. 

In lecturing before the Philosophical Society 
last night on Magic, Deduction, and Experi- 
ment in Religion,“ Prof. Austin Bierhower said 
that there were three ages in the @evelopment 
of religion which corresponded with the three 


periods of science—the ages respectively of 


magic, of speculation, and of induction; or, of 
sorcery, philosophy, and science. These ages 
are embodied cbaracteristically in three 
churches—the first in Episcopalianism, the sec- 
ond in Presbyterianism, and the third in Meth- 
odism. In these three ages we have in order 
fancy, logic, and common sense coming to the 
front in religion; and they represent respect- 
tively the Middle Ages, the Reformation period, 
and modern times—or the twelfth, sixteenth, 
and nineteenth centuries. |

THE EXCHANGE’S REGULAR MONTHLY DINNER 
—ASTONISHING GROWTH OF THE 
LUMBER INTEREST. 

The regular monthly dinner to the members 
of the Lumberman's Exchange was given yes- 
terday, P. G. Dodge & Co., hardwood-lumber 
dealers, being the hosts of the occasion. 
a comfortable dinner had put the members in 
a general good humor, J. H. Swan, in moving 
the usual vote of thanks, said the custom of 
monthly dinners had been to the members of 
the exchange a souree of profit as well as 
pleasure. Until a few years ago the hardwood- 
lumber trade of the city was insignificant. Its 
growth toa trade of 3,000,000 feet last year had 
been indeed wonderful It was a respectable 
figure for the entire lumber trade of the city 
a decade ago. Calling attention to a series of 
pictures representing the lumber interests of 
California the speaker predicted that the time 
was coming when the red-wood-lumber trade of 
that State would be an important interest in 
the Chicago markets.
